FOREST (the Principal 
A and moſt Noble Conſervatory 
| of Game) is a Place or Cir- 
cuit of Woody Grounds and Fruitfu! 
Paſtures, known in its Bounds, and 
privileged by Royal Authority or by 
Preſcription, for the peaceful being 
and feeding of Wild Fowl and Wild 
Beaſts of Chace, to be under the Kings 
Protection for his Princely Dclight. 
Co. Lit. fo. 233. And note, hy rhe 
Grant of a Foreſt, the Game of the 
Foreſt doth pals. Ey. 169. J. Adjoin- 
ing to a Foreſt are certain Lands call'd 
N Purlieus, which Lands were in old 
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times part of the Foreſt, but have been 
Diſatforcſted in the Reign of King 
B. 3 Hex.

Hen. 3. or ſince : and in any Purlieu 
a Man may lawfully hunt to all in- 
tents and purpoſes, within his own 
Grounds ; and the Wild Bcaſts do be- 
long to the Purlicu-man, ratione ſoli, 
ſo long as they remain in his Grounds, 
and he may kill them; for the Pro- 
perty (ratione ſoli) is in him. And if 
he chaſe them with Greyhounds, and 
the Beaſts flee towards the Foreſt, if

The loweſt in Degree is a WA R- 
REN: which our Law deſcribes to 
be, 4 place privileged by Preſcription, 
or by the Royal Grant, for Preſervation 
of Hares, Conies, Partridges and 
Pheaſants, or of ſome of them.

Foreſt being the higheſt and greateſt

No Free Warren can be made in 
any Chaſe or Park; Nor may any 
make a Park, Chaſe or Free Warren 
within his own Land, without the 
King 5 Licenſe or Grant for it.

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And for this, it is ſaid, that where 
King Edw. 3. in the 39th year of his 
Reign enjoined the Exerciſe of Shoot- 
ing and of Artillery, and forbad the 
Exerciſe of Caſting of Stones and 
Bars, and the Hand and Foot-Balls, 
Cock-fighting, & alzos Ludos vans, 
no effect did follow upon it, till they 
were ſome of them forbidden by Act 
of Parliament.

1. 23. Co.1x Rep. fo. 87. b. To play 
at Dice nor unlawful in it ſelf, tho 
prohibited by ſeveral Statutes to cer- 
tain perſons, and to be uſed in cer- 
tain places. 2 Vent. p. 175. It is re- 
markable what Stow records in his 
Annals, p. 5 27. That in May 28 H. 8. 
Proclamation was made againſt ali 
unlawful Games, and Commiſſions 
awarded into every Shire for the Ex- 
ecution of the ſame ; ſo that in all 
places Tables, Dice, Cards and Bowls 
were taken and burnt : But when 
Young Men were reſtrained of theſe 
Games and Paſtimes, ſome fell to
